Additionally, the index includes some 29 subject areas (e.g., adult 
day activities, affective education, autism, career and vocational 
education, parent involvement, recreation and leisure, and 
transition).

If exemplary special education curricula 
can be identified (and they can), then cu ricuia development committees throughout the nation will have models to use and may even identify an already 
developed curricula which can be used "off the shelf." Why reinvent the wheel? 

The procedures used to identify exemplary 



special education curricula through the National 
Special Education Curricula Survey were as 
follows . . . First, reporting forms were sent to 
over 800 locations throughout the nation. These 
potential respondents included every state 
department of education, at least two universities 
in each state and hundreds of schools, communi- 
ty agencies and special projects. Respondents 
were asked to **identify exemplary special educa- 
tion curricula" by title, scurce, source address, 
copyright date, approximate price, number of 
pages, recommended exceptionality area(s) and 
recommended lcvel(s). Respondents reported 248 
guides as exemplary. 

The body of thi? publication consists of an 
alphabetical listing of reported exemplarv :<ir- 
ricula including the title, source, source address, 
development date, price, number of pages, etc.

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for each guide. If a piece of information was not 
provided, such is indicated by "not reported" in 
the entry. Each title is preceded by a sequential 
reference number which is used in conjunction 
with the Curricula Selection Index. The Cur- 
ricula Selection Index is a listing of respective 
reference numbers, by category, to aid in cur- 
ricula identification. 

In summary, the Special Educators. Guide to 
Exemplary Curricula. Results of a National Field 
Based Survey (1987) is a complete listing of ex- 
emplary special education cur.icula as reported 
through .he Indiana Department of Educations' s 
Niitional Special Education Curricula Survey.
